In answer to a question, Knox 
said it was untrue the British were 
asking for American cruisers of 
the Wichita type—9200 tons—and 
added that “as a matter of fact 
they are not asking for any of our 
ships,” apparently referring to war 
ships. 

Command of the newly created 
Atlantic fleet will be vested in a 
full Admiral, Knox said, in an- 
nouncing that Rear Admiral Ern- 
est J. King would be promoted. 
King was made commander-in- 
chief of the Atlantic fleet when it 
was created several weeks ago as 
one unit of the three-fleet navy.

The new law provides for the 
non-partisan election and appoint- 
ment of judges of the circuit and 
probate courts of St. Louis and 
Jackson County, includiing Kan- 
sas City, and judges of the three 
courts of appeal and the State Su- 
preme Court. 

The Lauf resolution, if approved 
by both Houses of the Legislature, 
would submit the proposition to the 
voters of the State in the 1942 gen- 
eral election. It was the first reg- 
ular measure introduced in the 
Legislature this session. 

Lauf, who introduced a bill to 
extend the terms of two commis- 
sioners of the Kansas City Court of 
Appeals, precipitated debate on the

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Jan. 22 
(AP).—The official Turkish radio 
and the press have warned the 
Axis Powers against any threaten- 
ing move in the direction of this 
country’s European frontier. 

Declaring a “great part” of the 

rkish army already has been 
concentrated in Thrace (European 
Turkey) to “await any possible ac- 
tion,” the radio announcer. said 
last night: 

“Those who attack our steel 
fortress of Thrace are doomed to 
fall in the attempt. Turkey fought 
on eight fronts in the last war— 
no one should doubt her ability to 
fight on one front alone. Those 
who want to beat their heads on 
the rock may do so.” 

The broadcaster, discussing the 
possibility of a Nazi invasion, ex- 
pressed doubt the Germans could 
muster more than 16 divisions in 
Rumania by April, and declared: 


“They would-meet a wide Balkan 
front. The Balkans can muster 
more than 100 divisions, and added 
to these would be the British 
forces.” He said it was “doubtful 
that the Germans could pass peace- 
fully through Bulgaria.” . 

Turning to the visit to Sofia of 
Col. William J. Donovan on a mis- 
sion from the United States, the 
commentator said his presencs 
“shows America wishes to build 
in the Balkans more than an or- 
dinary political relationship.” Don- 
ovan was expected to come here 
from, Sofia.

The truth about Coventry is one 
of the most astonishing stories of 
the war. The Germans, in spite 
f all their concentration, did not 
nock out a single one of Coven- 
try’s important factories.

Further advances in the program 
were expected from the national 
party conference opening Feb. 15. 

The army organ, Red Star, said 
in an anniversary article that the 
army, “led by the directions of 
Comrade Stalin, is now accom- 
plishing a radical reconstruction 
of the whole system of military 
training and education of troops.” 


The “all-victorious, unconquera- 
ble spirit of Leninism” was re 
flected, Red Star added, in the 
move to give Russia “the best and 
most capable of all modern 
armies.” 


The anniversary of Lenin’s death 
is observed as a national day of 
mourning, with thousands passing 
through the red mausoleum under 
the Kremlin wall where Lenin’s 
body lies in state, preserved under 
a glass case. 


The country also observed today 
the anniversary of the “bloody Sun- 
day” of Jan. 22, 1905, when work- 
ers marching toward the Czar’s 
palace with a petition were mowed 
down by rifle fire.

WHAT THE CONSTITUTION SAYS, 
It is reported at Jefferson City that because of the 
legal tangle over the governorship, the leaders of the 
Missouri Legislature may find it “necessary” to de- 
part from the customary procedure in financing State 
obligations. 
Specifically, it is said that these legislative leaders 
may decide to move at once to enact appropriation 
bills for relief, old-age assistance and the contingent 
expenses of the Legislature. 
Since the Legislature was caught napping when 
Gov. Stark exercised his constitutional right to pass 
on the expenditure of State funds for the partisan 
Democratic “investigation” of the election of For- 
rest C. Donnell, the Legislature may now be interest- 
ed to know what the Missouri Constitution says 
about appropriation bills. . 
For the fact is that the Constitution is very ex- 
plicit. Section 43 of Article IV says that “all rev- 
enue collected and moneys received by the State from 
any source whatsoever shall go into the treasury, 
and the General Assembly shall have no power to 
divert the same, or to permit money to be drawn 
from the treasury, except in pursuance of regular 
appropriations made by law.” 

And how shall these appropriations be made? The 
Constitution not only establishes the procedure, but 
sets up a definite order. We quote: 


All appropriations of money by the successive 
General Assemblies shall be made in the fol- 


lowing order: 
First, for the payment of all interest upon 


the bonded debt of the State that may become 
due during the term for which each General 


Assembly is elected. 

Second, for the benefit of the sinking fund, 
which shall not be less annually than $250,000. 

Third, for free public school purposes. 

Fourth, for the payment of the cost of assess- 
ing and collecting the revenue. . 

Fifth, for the payment of the civil list. 

Sixth, for the support of the eleemosynary 
institutions of the State. 

Seventh, for the pay of the General Assembly, 
and such other purposes not herein prohibited 
as it may deem necessary; but no General As- 
sembly shall have power to make any appro- 
priation of money for any purpose whatsoever, 
until the respective sums necessary for the pur- 
poses in this section specified have been set apart 
and appropriated, or to give priority in its action 
to a succeeding over a preceding item as above 


enumerated, 

That is the order in which appropriations must be 
enacted. Those State needs which are not listed 
in the first six clauses come in the seventh. They 
include all the newer calls for revenue which were 
unheard of when the Constitutional Convention of 
1875 wrote the present State charter. 

Attorney General McKittrick may spin out legal 
opinions to the content of his politician’s heart. If he 
can get around or jnterpret away or distort Sec- 
tion 43 of Article IV, he is a Houdini. For it is not 
legalistic hair-splitting. It is a command of the Con- 
stitution, so plain that a child can understand it. 

The Legislature will only make the present. con- 
fusion worse confounded if it attempts to handle ap- 
propriations out of the constitutional order. 
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JOHN SHEA, HERO AND PATRIOT. 

There are plenty of heroes and patriots on the 
preparedness front: the test pilots who put new- 
model planes through long dives, the men who tinker 
with high explosives, the gas-mask guinea pigs, the 
gobs who go down in diving bells. But our nomina- 
tion for No. 1 hero and patriot of the year thus far 
is John Shea of New York, who showed his true-blue 
colors in the dentist’s chair. 

John wanted to join the army, but his teeth 
were defective. So he submitted to a 1044-hour den- 
tal ordeal, during which he had three teeth pulled, 
four filled, five crowns repaired and two bridges 
inserted, with only local anesthesia and a cup of 
coffee to see him through. Science may have elim- 
inated a lot of exodontic and orthodontic misery, 
the dentist may be gentle as a lamb, but the plain, 
non-heroic citizen still shrinks from the drill, the 
probe and the forceps as from a plague, He delays 
his visits to the dentist’s office, or he has the job 
done in protracted installments. But not John Shea. 
He marched in and had probably 10% years of 
neglected dental work done in one long 10%-hour 
day, so that he might serve his country. 

Get out the Distinguished eService Cross, the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor and a resolution of ap- 
proval from the American Dental Association for 
John Shea. He has earned them all. 
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RIFT IN THE MARK TWAIW SOCIETY. 

A lamentable state of affairs has developed within 
the ranks of the International Mark Twain Society, a 
society whose province is to knit the whole world 
in bonds of cultural peace (at least that’s what its 
letterhead says). That same handsome stationery 
used to bear the name of Benito Mussolini as hon- 
}orary president, a post to which. he was unanimously 
elected in 1930 by Cyril Clemens of Kirkwood, found- 
er and permanent Pooh-Bah of the society. But on 
the new letterhead, the name of the great Jtalian 
Twain enthusiast is omitted. . 

This omission must betoken a climax in the seeth- 
ing feud within the IMTS, although Mr. Clemens 
explains that it takes place only because “we (that is, 
the society; in other words, Mr. Clemens) have not 
heard from Mussolini since 1938.” However, the 
society clung loyally to its distinguished honorary 
president for 10 years, even though his presence on 
the letterhead materially handicapped the task of 
rounding up celebrities for posts as -vice-presideént. 
If he were only too busy-to’write, probably Mr. Clem- 
ens could have arranged to get him a leave of ab- 
sence. 

The society might have had many more vice-pres- 
idents if it hadn’t been for some of the nominees’ 
prejudice against Mussolini. Robert Graves, the 
British poet, was rude enough in his refusal of the 
post to call Il Duce “the enemy of all Huckleberry 
Finns.” Bertrand Russell was so discourteous as to 
say: “Mussolini is a man I hold in utmost ab- 
horrence.” Prof. Einstein at least was polite; he 
merely replied, “Nein, danke schoen.” Don Marquis’ 
professional jealousy was plain; he refused to “let 
Mussolini have a higher office than mine, even if he 
is funnier than I am.” 

But Mr. Clemens kept his club together, despite 
these rebuffs and despite the presence in its ranks 
of many who failed to appreciate Mussolini, such 
members and vice-presidents as Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Thomas Masaryk, Lloyd George, Thomas Mann, 
H. G. Wells, Chiang Kai-shek, Premier Colijn of 
Holland and so on far through the pages of Who's 
Who. But now the strain has become too great.

MOVEMENT TO SAVE THE CUSTOM HOUSE GROWS, 
Our letter column today contains a query as to 
whether the proposed widening of Third street does 
not necessitate the removal of the old Custom House, 
The answer is that it does not. Julian C. Spotts, 
new local supervisor of the riverfront memorial for 
the National Park Service, told a delegation from 
the William Clark Society Monday that there were 
alternative plans for Third Street at this point. 
One plan was to run the southbound traffic lane 
on the west side of the building and the northbound 
lane on the east side and to harmonize the triangles 
of parking in the riverfront project plans, as yet 
undeveloped. Hngineers have worked out still other 
ideas for by-passing so as to leave the flow of traffic 
unobstructed and without hazard. 

As removal of the interior of the building proceeded 
today, sentiment for preservation of the building 
either on its present site or elsewhere in the river- 
front area continued to make itself vocal. 

Jesse P. Henry, who took the lead in the preser- 
vation of the Eugene Field birthplace, when that 
historic shrine was scheduled to become a parking 
lot, visited the old building, expressed the judgment 
that the architectural design was one well worth 
saving and suggested that the separation of traffic 
lanes was a feasible solution. 

Miss Stella M. Drumm, librarian of the Missouri 


| Historical Society, who wrote thé Dictionary of 


American Biography’s article on John Hogan, St. 
Louis Congressman, and Postmaster when the build- 
ing was erected in the ’50s, described it as one of 
the few buildings with historic significance left in 
St. Louis. “I think,” said Miss Drumm, “that 
the building should be allowed to stand until 
the National Park Service has an opportunity to 
find out how St. Louis people feel about it. I 
strongly favor keeping it if the building can be 
fitted into memorial plans.” 

McCune Gill, St. Louis historian, said that he, 
saw no reason to destroy the building just because 
it was decided to remove it from its location at 
Third and Olive streets. He said that on the con- 
trary, its “interesting old stone walls and columns 
and the other parts of its facade and sides should 
be kept for reconstruction when other salvaged 
facades are set up in accordance with present plans 
to establish an architectural display by periods.” 

Acting as president of the William Clark Society, 
Arthur Hoskins has sent a request for at least a 
temporary halt in the demolition to Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes, Director Drury of the National 
Park Service, Senators Clark and Truman and Con- 
gressman Cochran. The position of this group 
is that the building should be kept if practicable and 
that in any case architectural and historical circles 
should have a chance to express their opinion. 

Earlier in the week, William Booth Papin, an 
officer of the City Art Museum board, called the 
structure “a really noble building, the finest of 
the Vignolesque classical type ever erected in St. 
Louis.” Mr. Papin said that removal of the addi- 
tional fourth story would restore “the beautiful first 
proportions.” Julius Polk Jr. is another who has 
come to the defense. He said that he considers it 
“one of the finest buildings in St. Louis,” 

Now that the National Park Service has begun 
to hear from St. Louis, is it still of the opinion that 
the question of possible preservation of the historic 
Custom House should ‘not be further studied? 
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AN AMENDMENT IN ORDER. 

Said Mr. Roosevelt, paying tribute to American 
democracy in his inaugural address: “The freedom 
of elections is wholly maintained.” And again, tell- 
ing how the spirit of democracy is heard in every. 
citizen’s daily life, he said: “It speaks to us through 
the processes of governing in the sovereignties of 48 
states.” 

Apparently the President hasn’t been reading the 
recent news from Jefferson City. 
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A CHALLENGE FOR THE SCHOOL LOBBY. 

* Among the proposals in Gov. Stark’s budget mes- 
Sage was one for a reduction this biennium in the 
percentage of State revenues allotted the public 
schools, from 331-3 to 30 per cent. This reduction in 
ratio, the Governor pointed out, will not mean a 
reduction in funds, but actually an increase of $110,- 
852 over the amount the schools received in the 
1939-40 biennium. The change is suggested as a 
step toward meeting the critical need of more funds 
for relief of Missouri’s destitute and for old-age 
assistance, 

This is assuredly a moderate suggestion that the 
Governor has made. He does not suggest a reduc- 
tion,to the 25 per cent required by the State Con- 
stitution; he proposes only a small percentage de- 
crease from the one-third of all revenues customarily 
allotted by the Legislature as a result of pressure 
by the school lobby, which is often described as the 
most powerful in the State. “ 

The question is, ‘however, Will the school lobby 
accept this moderate decrease? It has fought tooth 
and nail against every previous suggestion that the 
schools’ share of State revenue be cut in any degree. 
There has been some excuse for the fourfold increase 
in State aid to schools in the last eight years, for 
local revenues were being reduced virtually to that 
extent, but isn’t it time now for local taxes to be 
stabilized, so that the schools may cease to lean 
more and more heavily every year on the State for 
their support? 

No one wants to see Missouri's educational facili- 
ties impaired. It is not imaginable that they will 
be impaired by receiving this biennium $110,852 
more than they got last biennium. Two years ago, 
the school lobby succeeded in getting its one-third 
cut as usual, while the relief budget was slashed to 
the bone. The aftermath of human mistry that fol- 
lowed the meager relief appropriation of two years 
ago, and made a special session necessary last fall, is 
known to every legislator. | 

It would be not only a humane policy but good 
strategy for the school lobby to stand aside this 
year and let the relief budget’ be increased by ac- 
cepting the small cut proposed in the funds for edu- 
cation, To insist on the full 33 1-8 per cent under. the 
present circumstances would be to create a spectacle 
of merciless and grasping greed. Since only 25 per 
cent is required by the Constitution, the school lobby

A Few Puzzles About Aluminum

és LIGHT, bluish-white, malleable and 
A ductile metallic element, which does 
not oxidize or tarnish, is lighter 

than glass, and by hammering and rolling 
becomes as hard as iron.” Having become 
conscious of the importance of a substance 
called “aluminum” to our national defense, 


I did what a gentleman and a scholar in- - 


variably does—looked it up in the dictionary. 
It sounds like wonderful stuff. 

“Lighter than glass.” Really? How 
splendid. “Does not oxidize or tarnish.” 
This is a fine metal, friends. “Becomes 
hard as iron.” Better and better. No won- 
der aluminum is essential in airplane pro- 
duction. How lucky we are th#t one of the 
90-odd chemical elements, a common metal, 
has these wonderful properties. 

But one makes an odd discovery at this 
point. It turns out the dictionary is mis- 
leading. It spells “aluminum” with a small 
“a,” as if it were an ordinary thing, lying 
around like “wood,” “air” or “iron,” one of 
the common possessions of mankind. Alu- 
minum turns out to be something else, 
something, perhaps, that should be spelled 
with a capital letter, like Zonite or Bovril. 

For in this country, aluminum is not a 
common noun at all, but a proprietary 
name; in this country its production is en- 
tirely in the hands of one company, the 
Aluminum Co. of America. This is one of 
the few cases in which the dictionary uses 
a small initial letter'in naming a substance 
produced by only one firm. 

Now, as Edward P. Flynn has shown in 
an exhaustive article in this newspaper, 


_| several airplane companies have had to lay 


men off because of a shortage of aluminum 
forgings and castings. The motor industry, 
called upon to make bombers, is stopped 
by the same shortage. Here one spends an 
et afternoon in pursuit of a bottle- 
neck. 

It happens that the Government of the 
United States has been conducting a suit 
against the Aluminum Co. of America 
(hereinafter referred to ‘as Alcoa to save 
space) for two and one-half years, charging 
that the concern is a monopoly. The final 
decision has not yet been handed down by 
United States District Court Judge Francis 


ah. 


G. Caffey, who heard the case. The Judge 
has 39,000 pages of testimony to read, 


‘bound in volumes taking up 32 feet of 


shelf space. I cannot, in this space, re- 
view all the testimony, and I have no opin- 


ion as to what the verdict ought to be. But 


some of the highlights of the testimony are 
interesting, when viewed, say, through the 
neck of a bottle. 

For one, Alcoa defends itself against the 
monopoly charge with the interesting plea 
that it is not a monopoly, since nobody 
else is in the business of producing raw 
aluminum. You can only be a monopoly, 
it holds, when someone else is in the same 
business.and you put him out of it. But 


»nobody else is in this business. Hence no 


monopoly. 

Two: There was a previous occasion when 
the country was short of aluminum. That 
was in 1925, 1926 and 1927, when demand 
exceeded supply by 119,000,000 pounds. The 
company did not expand its output to this 
degree, but bought aluminum from Ger- 
many to make up the gap. The Govern- 
ment charges that foreign metal was bought 
to choke domestic competition; the com- 
pany declares it was not. 

Thee: A reputable witness, Laurence J. 
Harwood Jr., testified that he had endeav- 
ored to buy ‘600,000 pounds of aluminum in 
France in 1922. The delivery, he said, was 
made to him by Alcoa. He declared on the 
stand that he was told by foreign aluminum 
people that the American market was re- 
served for Alcoa. 

Four: Roger W. Babson also testified 
that he tried to buy aluminum in Switzer- 
land in 1929, and was then informed by the 
sales manager of the Swiss Aluminum Co. 
that if the metal was for use in the United 
States, the price would be substantially the 
same as that charged by Alcoa. 

I do not attempt to weigh this evidence; 
I merely present it as data for the people 
to chew over at the gtart of their big de- 
fense program, when they are told that 
there must be no bars to defense, that sac- 
rifice must be made, that“business as usual

The Right to Strike 


From the New York World-Telegram. 


'HERE is too much talk in Congress and 

around the country about passing a law 
to prohibit strikes. 

Under the Constitution of the United 
States, strikes can’t be prohibited. That 
question was settled by the Civil War and 


the adoption of the thirteenth amendment.

To Propose Amendment, 

Alderman Willlaam Warnick, 
Twenty-eighth Ward, a member of 
the Legislation Committee, said he 
would introduce at Friday’s meet- 
ing of the board an amendment 
providing a bipartisan executive 
board to administer the plan. The 
board would consist of the person- 
nel director and three commission- 
ers, of whom two would be ap- 
pointed from each major political 
party. 

George B. Tracy, chairman of the 
Efficiency Board and head of the 
committee of city officials which 
drafted the bill, said the bill as it 
how stands vests executive control 
in the four officials named, but pro- 
vides that the Mayor appoint them 
on the basis of their civil service 
experience without regard to party 
affiliation. Warnick’s amendment 
would introduce the element of po- 
litical consideration into the selec- 
tion, he said, 

Tracy said he would ask Mayor 
Dickmann to veto the bill if it is 
amended to require any political 
consideration in the selection of the 
personnel director, or if any other 
important provision were “de- 
stroyed” by amendments. 
Meanwhile, a demand that the 
committee report the bill back to 
the board as it now is written was 
made in a letter sent committee 
members by the executive board of 
the League of Women Voters yes- 
terday after a meeting at Hotel 
Chase. The league’s executive 
board said it opposed any amend- 
ments and indicated the pending 
bill would give St. Louis one of the 
best systems in the country. 


Referendum Discussed. 


The letter, a copy of which was 
sent to eath committee member, 
said that the League of Women 
Voters considered it the duty of 
the Board of Aldermen to allow 
the people to express their opinion 
at the spring election on whether 
or not they favored civil service. 
Also discussed at the league’s 
meeting was the possibility of cir- 
culating referendum petitions to 
put the measure on the ballot in the 
event the Aldermen do not make 
it possible. Miss Jeane Blythe, 
president, said no decision was 
reached. 

Those in attendance were told 
how the civil service plan would op- 
erate in a talk by Mrs. J. Hardin 
Smith, Kirkwood, chairman of the 
national department of government 
operations of the league. 

Mrs. Virgil Loeb, a member of 
the committee that drew up a mod- 
el bill, praised the one under con- 
sideration by the Legislation Com- 
mittee. 

“Acceptance of incumbent em- 
ployes,*as proposed, has been ques- 
tioned,” she said, “but experts say 
that is now the accepted practice, 
It shows that reformers are becom- 
ing practical, because it avoids the 
confusion caused by holding exam- 
inations for a whole new body of 
employes and recognizes the expe- 
rience of the present ones.” 

Joseph Clark, president of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
said in a statement today he had 
not had an opportunity to study the 
bill thoroughly, but would favor its 
adoption if it does actually create 
a merit system and preserves the 
rights of organized labor. 

Decision on Friday. 

With the lack of action yester- 
day, the fate of the bill as far as 
the April election is concerned de- 
pends to a great extent on the 
committee’s decision Friday. Three 
things can be done at that time by 
members: they can report out the 
bill as now written, they can report 
it out with suggested amendments 
which must be voted on first by the 
aldermen, or they can hold it in 
committee.

Corinne Frederick gave the :sec- 
ond “in ‘a series of three morning 
musicales yesterday in the Regen- 
cy Room of the Chase Hotel. Her 
program was designed to show the 
development of the sonata form,’ 


and toward that end she dealt pro- 
gressively with compositions by 
Scarlatti, Mozart, Haydn and. Bee- 
thoven. 

Whether her audience departed 
the concert with any clearer con- 
ception of the shape and function 
of a sonata was secondary to the 
fact that they ‘had been exposed 
to pianism of a very superior or- 
der and had reacted accordingly. 
The two short works of Scarlatti 
were given with a wholly ingra- 
tiating warmth and simplicity, and 
the Mozart Sonata in C Major 
(K-330) as well. as the Haydn D 
Major piano concert were vivid in 
their clarity of expression owing 
to her fluency of line, immaculate- 
ness of phrase, and imaginative dy- 
namic contrasts. Mrs. Frederick 
has mastered the art of combining 
lightness of physical weight with 
great tensile strength in her pres- 
entation of Mozart and Haydn. 

In the Haydn D Major Concerto, 
Mrs, Frederick was ably accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Estle Rucker, who 
supplied the orchestral part in the 
form of a piano reduction. 

In the Opus 110 of Beethoven, 
which closed the concert, the piano 
was not big enough to supply the 
full sonority needed for such over- 
powering musical ideas. Neverthe 
less, the sonata was so clearly con- 
ceived and so deeply felt that it re- 
tained much of its monumental 
grandeur, not to mention the prob- 
ing, searching character of the mu- 
sic in the “Tempo listesso” sections 
of the third movement.

OW the inauguratior is over,

And the harsh reality 
to which every American should 
give the most careful thought is 
the outlook for Britain in these 
next terrible months. 

On this vital topic, informed 
opinion at the War, Navy ana 
State Departments has undergone 
& gradual caange in the last 
months. During the fall, Britain’s 
ability to withstand the German 
ai onslaught was the primary pre- 
occupation, Now, although the air 
danger is still considered very 
great, the British are generally be- 
lieved to be able to meet it, and 
the new pre-occupation is with the 
threat to Britain’s sea lifelines’ 
from the combined German air 
and submarine campaign. 


The factisthat the shipping sit- 
uation is already very serious, and 
will almost certainly reach the 
stage of acute crisis in two or three 
months’ time. Its outline is fairly 
simple. . 


At the very heart of the sit- 
uation is Germany’s control of air 
and naval bases on the French 
coast. The air bases permit long- 
range German planes to fly out 
beyond the British Isles, 500 to 
600 miles to sea, and there to spot 
the incoming convoys. .The spot- 
ter planes may or may not attack 
the convoys. Their first duty is 
to notify the fleet of small sub- 
marines, operating from French 
ports, which lie out in the danger 
zone. The submarines then inter- 
cept the convoys, follow them un- 
til dusk and when the light is 
failing come up among them and 
send their torpedoes right and 
left into the helpless freighters. 
The swift, armed passet.ger ves- 
sels which are now the chief Brit- 
ish reliance in convoy work can do 
little against five or six subma-’ 
rines. They may get_on», but if 
the interception of a convoy is 
successful the submarines do more 


damage than can be done’‘to them. | 


Big U-Boat Fleet. 

HE German submarine fleet 
Tis now so large that during 

one day in December a total of 
85 were known to be at sea. This 
was high, and probably represent-| 
ed the submarine fleet at the mo- 
ment when replacements and ves- 


sels long in service were simul- 
taneously at work. At present, 


paratively small, since the days 
are so short and the winter weather 
so bad that the spotting planes 
need very good luck to find a 
prize.

Such is the nature of the danger 
at sea. To meet it, th® British 
must rely chiefly on the strength 
of their navy and the size of their 
merchant fleet. 


The total of shipping available to 
Britain since the start of the war, 
including vessels obtained from 
Allies, purchased or chartered from 
neutrals and requisitioned from 
enemies, is in the neighborhood of 
22,500,000 tons. Since the war 
started, about 4,500,000 tons have 
Been sent to the bottom by enemy 
action and because of the war 
blackout, another 1,000,000 tons 
have been lost by maritime dis- 
aster. That leaves approximately 
17,000,000 tons of shipping now con- 
trolled by Britain. British ship- 
yards, as yet untouched by air at- 
tack, are working day and night 
to maintain the British tonnage, 
but the 1,500,000 tons they can send 
down the ways each year is no more 
than a third of the yearly loss at 
the present rate. 

Lifeline Stretching Thin. 

ECAUSE of the situation al- 
B reaay described, the loss rate 

is likely to rise cruelly. Mean- 
while, although 17,000,000 tons of 
shipping seems an immense total, 
the lifeline is even now stretching 
very thin. One reason is the Brit- 
ish African campaign. The troops 
in Egypt must be supplied. A great 
part of the navy is in use in the 
Mediterranean. Vessels carrying 
supplies to Egypt avoid the dan- 
gerous short Gibraltar route, travel- 
ing the long way round the Cape 
to Suez. . The warships in the 
Mediterranean reduce the .num- 
ber available for convoy duty in 
the Atlantic. 

Then the convoy system itself 
gravely reduces the usefulness of 
tonnage. Ships traveling over 14 
knots go unconvoyed. All ships 
slower than that must accommo-

wanted to see. Nobody bothered 
about us; there was no supervision. 


1000 Years Gone. 


It was a shocking tour—1000 years 
had gone up in a night. The fine 
cathedral of St. Michael, one of 
the best medieval churches of its 
particular type in Europe, was shat- 
tered except for the spire which 
stood as it always had, a sentinel 
254 feet above the city. A golden 
rooster still pointed the direction 
of the wind—the northeast, I re- 
member; the clock still was running 
and there were pigeons cooing. It 
is touches of life like these in the 
midst of death that make air de- 
struction seem so merciless and 
blind and unthinking. From the 
church we went on to the charred 
library of Coventry, to more streets 
that were flat as pancakes. We 
went across to St. Mary’s Hall, a 
sandstone hall built by the guilds 
between 1394 and 1414. Lady Go- 
diva’s statue had escaped and so 
had Peeping Tom. 

We spent that night in a small, 
very old hotel in the town to which 
Mr. Morris sent us. 


Next morning we went back to 
Coventry. This is when we found 
that between 15,000 and 20,000 of 
the city’s 65,000 buildings had been 
wiped out or damaged. One person 
in every 250 had been killed or 
wounded. We saw that the normal 
community life of the town had 
been paralyzed, but the British no 
longer estimate losses in terms of 
community centers—they do not 
talk about shops and schools being 
demolished; they talk in terms of 
damage to factories. We saw how 
the cities around Coventry were 
coming to the aid of Coventry, how 
trucks and food and blankets were 
streaming in from Birmingham and 
Leicester and Sheffield. We-saw 
how amazingly Britain has taken 
to wheels, how vast fleets move 
back and forth as the battle surges. 


We inspected the factories and 
it was then that we knew that 
Germany had not whipped this 
city. We realized, too, that the 
German raids had not broken the 
spirit of the Coventry people. The 
people were very tired and very 
sad, and momentarily they were 
discouraged. They would say to 
you: 

“When will it end? 
to come to?” 


No Hint of Surrender. 


But there was not the slightest 
indication that they intended to 
give up. They accepted their trou- 
ble as a challenge and there was 
even a fierce pride about the way 
they told you that Coventry could 
take it just the same as London. 
Several people told us Coventry 
had wanted a new civic center for 
years—this would be Coventry’s 
chance, and the Mayor said the 
city already had its motto for its 
next war memorial: “The people 
met their ordeal with great cour- 
age.”

The bombing of these towns 
would create an appalling problen 
that would have to be tackled afte 
the war, but this kind of warfare 
would not break down the city’s 
war effort. New York could get 
along in wartime without Wall 
Street: San Francisco could fight 
without Market. London could 
fight without Cheapside, Coventry 
without High street. We knew the

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OUR LINGUISTIC MELTING POT REPRESENTS VIRTUALLY EVERY OTHER KNOWN

SK this question of any Ameri- 

can of average education: 

“What language do you speak?” 
After a quick glance of surprise, he 
is sure to answer, “Why, English, 
of course,” adding to himself, “and 
pretty pure English, too, if I do 
say so.” 

But he will be wrong on two 
counts. First, he speaks the Ameri- 
can, not the English, language. 
Second, there is no such thing as 
“pure” English. As a matter of 
fact, an English language exists 
only in imagination. 

“Whoa, there,” by now my read- 
ers are saying, “no English lan- 
guage? What about the original 
Anglo-Saxon?” 

Well, Anglo-Saxon isn’t English; 
it is simply Low German, closely 
related to the Plattdeutsch of 
Northern Germany, the Dutch of 
Holland and the Flemish of Bel- 
gium. Not only that, of the 600,000 
words in the new Webster’s, only 
about 20,000, or roughly 3 per cent, 
are Anglo-Saxon. 

Our medical and legal terms are 
chiefly Latin. Our musical words 
are Italian. Our diplomatic and 
military phraseology is French. Our 
scientific words are Greek. The 
remaining welter of words in our 


linguistic melting pot represents 
virtually every other known lan- 
guage, ancient and modern, includ- 
ing the Scandinavian. 

Thus we are the world’s cham- 
pion linguists, but we do not speak 
English. The very ‘word English 
(from Englisc) means “Belonging 
to the Angles.” The Angles and 
the Saxons were the German in- 
vaders of Britain in the fifth and 
sixth centuries. The primitive Brit- 
ish language was the Celtic which 
survives today in Wales, in West- 
ern Ireland and in the Scottish 
Highlands, but which is not spoken 
by the British. 

Because of its mosaic, polyglot 
makeup, our language is a speech 
of unparalleled richness, of match- 
less beauty and delicacy of expres- 
sion, of youthfulness, inventiveness 
and virility. 

It is also the most difficult to 
learn of all other languages, for it 
is full of inconsistencies, gross con- 
tradictions, meaningless idioms, 
nonsensical grammar, impossible 
spelling and horrendous pronuncia- 
tions. ’ 

Let us skim a little dross from 
the top of our brew and examine a 
few of the oddities to be found 
there: 

We have no word for “a citizen of 
the United States.” An American is 
properly a native of any country of 
North or South America. The new 


Webster’s timidly advances “United- 
States-man,” but say it aloud just 
once and you will see what an un- 
wieldy, confusing and impossible 
monstrosity it is, 

In the average vocabulary there 
are thousands of words such as 
coupon, cousin, edition, garage, in- 
vitation, lecture, machine, orange, 
portrait, public, regiment, terrible, 
lingerie, corsage, chiffon, camisole, 
brassiere, and cafe, not a single one 
of which is English. They all are as 
— as the left bank of the 
Seine, :

But in France lingerie means lin- 


en clothing, or a linen closet; cor- 


Sage means, not a small bouquet, 
but the human bust; chiffon means 
a piece of old and worthless rag; 
camisole is a binding for the stom- 
ach of an infant, or a straight- 
jacket; a brassiere is a knapsack; 
cafe is coffee or a coffee house. 

Our tongue is richer than all 
others in idioms, and it is therefore 
more flavorous. But most of our 
idioms, taken literally, are not only 
incomprehensible, they are actual- 
ly untrue as well. For instance, 
how could a foreigner translate 
such absurdities as “There ig no 
one here. The gas went out. We 
will get back.” 

As to the horrors of “English” 
spelling and pronounciation, two ex- 
amples will suffice: 1. There are at 
lease 11 ways of spelling the long 
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LANGUAGE. 


sound of the letter E: e as in be; 
ee as in see; ea as in cheap; ie as 
in believe; ey as in key; ei as in 
seize; i as in machine; eo as in 
people; ay as in quay (pronounced 
“kee"); oe as in Phoebe; ae as in 
Caesar. 

2. This is why foreign students 
of English jump into rivers;

Finally, the speech of Britain and 
the speech of America are now ad- 
mitted to be separate, though sim- 
ilar, tongues. The language of the 
British (almost completely static) 
is spoken by only 62 million per- 
sons. The American language, lusty, 
dynamic, and growing, is spoken 
by more than three times that num- 
ber. 


Go to the remotest corner of 
Tibet, to the driest dune of the 
Saharra, to the densest jungle of 
Africa, to the windiest plateau of 
the Antarctic, yes, and even)to the 
fireside of the stuffiest English 
earl, and you will hear the juniver- 
gal, the world-wide word of agree- 
ment, our own beloved happy-go- 
lucky American “O K.”

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Skin Diseases _ 
Of the Hands

ESTERDAY we discussed the 
y skin eruptions on the hand and 
pointed out the fact that the 
hand is particularly likely to be 
the seat of skin damage on ac- 
count of its exposed position. We 


reviewed four forms of skin erup- 


tions on the hands—redness, red 
spots, red lumps and ‘blisters, To- 
day we wish to continue the sub- 
ject and take up the other forms. 

Pimples or pustules on the hands 
are usually due to a secondary in- 
fection of a dermatitis. 
matitis may come from 
other chemicals, 

Ringworm is possible on the 
hands and may become infected, 
producing pimples. The same thing 
is true of scabies or the itch. Plain 
old-fashioned smallpox may appear 
on the hands in more profusion 
than anywhere else on the body. 

Scales—The commonest cause of 
scales on the hand is some form 
of eczema. Eczema is an old-fash- 
ioned term which will probably 
never go out of usage, although 
skin specialists are rather anxious 
to discard it for the reason that 
it is sort of a cloak for ignorance 
and the eczema may actually be 
due to a chemical dermatitis or 
some other form of irritation. 

The commonest chronic disease 
which produces scaling on the 
hands is psoriasis. Treatment in 
the case of eczema or psoriasis is 
dependent on the cause, the age, 
and the condition of the patient. 

Ringworm is a very common 
disease on the hands and produces 
scales in certain cases. It will be 
noticed that ringworm may pro- 
duce nearly any kind of an erup- 
tion, 

When crusts and fissures appear 
in a localized area, cancer must 
be thought of. 

The commonest cause of dry, 
fissured skin on the hands, how- 
ever, is too much soap and water, 
especially laundry soap. The treat- 
ment of this is protection with rub- 
ber gloves. 

Ulcers or open sores are caused 
in most cases by-cancer. Some- 
times contact infection must be 
thought of. 


* * * 

CHEMICALS SUCH as lime or 
chrome will produce ulcers; so also 
will tuberculosis of the skin, and 
the so-called rabbit fever, or tu- 
laremia, usually begins as an ul- 
ceration on one of the fingers of 
a housewife who has dressed a rab- 
bit without wearing rubber gloves. 

Scars on the Hand—Scars are 
very interesting to doctors because 
they indicate the previous disease 
which may have a bearing on pres- 
ent symptoms or manifestations 
elsewhere in the body. Scars which 
follow ordinary injuries with cut- 
ting of the skin or infection, and 
produce the large giant scars 
known as “keloids,” may be very 
troublesome. They usually can be 
successfully treated with filtered 
X-ray, especially in the younger 
age group. 

Disturbances of pigmentation 
of the hand with white spots and 
liver spots are common but very 
resistant to any kind of treatment 
known to scientific dermatology. 

Among other diseases which ap- 
pear on the skin of the hand but 
which are caused by deeper 
changes is so-called Raynaud’s 
disease, due to blanching and pal- 
lor of one or more fingers. Some- 
times this occurs on exposure to 
cold and cold water and sometimes 
from emotional disturbances. It is 
apparently a nervous disease af- 
fecting the blood vessels. Treat- 
ment must take into account the 
psychological factors,

Answer—No, the nature of can 
cer is not at all like that of a con- 
tagious disease.

Portions 
of cancer which have been trans- 
planted under the skin of those 
willing to make the experiments, 
have died out without producing 
any cancer in the body. Thou- 
sands of people have come in. inti- 
mate contact with cancer patients 
for long periods of time without 
getting the disease themselves.
